1200 PORTO RICANS 
JOIN THE RED CROSS

London, July 18.—Switzerland say the Germans are return- 
i ing French men, women and children under eighteen and over 
fifty to France via Switzerland at the rate of one thousand daily. 
The refugees are unfit to work for the Germans and their con­ 
dition is pitiable. 
Heavy fighting is continuing around Novica 
and Kaluz in Eastm Galicia, Petrograd announces today, and it 
appears that heavy contingents of German reserves have succeed­ 
ed in holding up for the time being at least General KornilofFs 
'offensive. 
German and Austrian defensives are particularly stub­ 
born because the holding of the river Lominca line is vital to the 
entire front. 
German counter attacks in the Verdun region 
failed to recapture the ground won by the French to a depth of 
two thirds of a mile last night, Paris announces. 
There is a 
notable activity along France-Belgian border, the British using 
heavy artillery and airplanes.

ter w as not granted until May I, two 
m onths a fte r citizenship hhd been con 
ferred on the P orto Ricans by an act 
of congress, and the recognition 
of 
Porto Rico as a territo ry of the U nited 
S tates w as the deciding 
factor 
ii 
grunting the charter. 
On account of the new ness of the 
organization the cam paign for m em ­ 
bers did not stop a t the end of the 
national Red Cross week, but will con­ 
tinue until the m axim um n u m b er is 
secured. 
It is expected 
th a t 
25,000 
m em bers wdll be obtained before the 
end of the cam paign. 
Com m ittees are 
work in all of t ’.e large tow ns and 
are being organized in the Bmall ones. 
T he cam paign thus far 
has

solely for m em bership, the funds col­ 
lected coming from the initiation fees, 
but as soon as the enlisting m ovem ent 
well

rem ark ab le spirit of patriotism . T heir 
interest in the work and m ission of 
the Red Cross is heightened because 
if the fact that Porto Rican troops al­ 
ready are in the United S tates service, 
and because o th ers soon will be called 
to the colors.

WILSON IS T R W 
TO SETTLES 


From Tuesday's Dally Eagle 
City Attorney Doremus filed with 
City Secretary Smith Monday evening 
a review of the legal status of the 
proposed bond Issue for public school 
buildings and takes the view that the 
present assessed values will not justl 
fy the imposition of a tax of twenty 
cents with the expectation of getting 
$100,000. 
And should this tax be im 
posed nothing would be available in 
future, he, contends, for other school 
buildings, needed even at this time. 
The letter in full is as follows: 
To the Honorable Board of Commis­ 
sioners of the City of Bryan: 
Gentlemen: 
I 
would 
respectfully 
request, that, before you pass an or­ 
der authorizing the issuance of bonds 
for the erection of a 
public 
high 
school building, you carefully consider 
just what amount can be consistently 
expended without detriment to 
the 
educational demands of other portions 
of our growing city. 
The board of commissioners, under 
section I, article 7, of the charter is 
empowered to appropriate so much of 
the revenue of the city as may be nee 
essary for the purpose of erecting and 
maintaining school buildings. 
Under section 3, article 6, of the 
charter, the board of commissioners 
shall be authorized and collect such 
tax as may be required for the pay­ 
ment and interest and to create e 
sinking fund for the purpose of build 
ing a public school building when sr 
authorized by a vote of the peoph 
under authority of the law, and this 
charter provides that said levy shall 
not exceed in any one year twenty 
cents on the one hundred dollars as 
sessed valuation of taxable property. 
It will be seen from the above sec­ 
tion of the charter that the levy in 
any one year shall not exceed twenty 
cents on the one hundred dollars as 
sessed valuation of taxable property. 
Conceding that it is the desire o 
a large number of our citizens that 
the commissioners shall 
order 
the 
erection of a building to cost approx! 
mately $100,000, in order to do this. 
it is well that we consider what is 
the assessed valuation of all proper­ 
ty, real and personal, in the city for 
the year 1917. 
Upon investigation we 
find that it will be 
approximately 
$3,125,000. 
Taking this as a basis for 
the issuance of bonds and to pay the 
interest and create a sinking fund so 
as to be able to discharge the bonds 
at maturity; that is, forty years from 
date, it would require annually a levy 
of a tax of twenty-four cents on the 
$100 assessed valuation of property 
within the city, and which 
twenty- 
four cents is four cents more than 
the limit authorized under the char­ 
ter. 
s 
lf you should pass an order for the 
erection of a public high school build­ 
ing tq cost not exceeding $80,000, it 
would require $6,000 and create a sink­ 
ing fund sufficient to discharge the 
bonds at maturity; and in order to 
provide this $6,000 annually, a tax* 
levy annually of 19.24 of a cent would 
be required, which tax levy practically 
consumes the entire 20 cents set apart 
under the charter for public school 
building!. 
It will be seen from the above com­ 
putation that the commissioners can 
expend for the erection of a public 
high school building as much as $80.- 
OOO, but when it is done, all of the 20 
cents has been consumed and the city 
is without any means or source what­ 
ever for many years to come to pro­ 
vide for other school buildings, which 
may be required by the growth of said 
city, for it is well settled that no part 
of the 50 cents which can be levied 
annually for the support and mainte­ 
nance of public free schools can be 
used legally for the erection of school 
buildings within the city. 
It will only be a few years until 
that part of the city in the neighbor­ 
hood of Allen academy will need a 
school building, and, besides, owing 
to the crowded condition of the west 
side school, additions will have to bs 
made to said building, and in order 
to meet these conditions, some portion 
of the 20 cents should be reserved 
and not the entire sum expended in 
the erection of one building. 
Hence, it would seem good judg­ 
ment for the commissioners in acting 
on this matter, to order the issuance 
of $60,000 of bonds und no more for 
the erection of a public high school 
building. 
These are views of the writer, and 
he presents them to your honorable 
commissioners, not in a spirit of dicta 
lion, but simply with the desire to < a1! 
your attention as to what 
economy 
should be used in providing for the 
educational Interest of the town.

From Tuesday s Daily Barie 
Commissioner Wilson is making an 
earnest effort to close the contest be­ 
tween the city and the Bryan Press 
company over a triangular piece of 
land just south and west of the com­ 
press buildings on South Main street. 
The compress people have offered the 
city $2,000 in settlement but Mr. Wil­ 
son contends that the land la worth 
more than that, perhaps two or three 
times $2,000, 
Matters seem to have 
progressed far enough to justify the 
statem ent that the va’ue of the land 
is about all that remains of the con­ 
troversy. 
When the International and Great 
.Northern had its terminus in Bryan, 
the track ran on the western side of 
the depot as at present, but curved 
then to the east and ran over to the 
Houston and Texas Central tracks and 
several feet north of Adams street, 
and cutting across the block diagonal­ 
ly, leaving a triangle between the 
track. Adams and Main streets. 
At 
that time the compress did not reach 
to the track, hut later, the city was 
authorized by the Texas legislature to 
sell a tract of land, only the super- 
icia! boundaries of which were given, 
and one of these was the track of 
what has since become the Interna­ 
tional and Great N orthern 
railway. 
The compress platform was extended 
to the track and was built diagonally 
across the block in order to conform 
thereto. 
Later, the International and 
Great Northern railroad was extended, 
the main line built as it stands at 
present and the track beside the com- 
press was used as a switch and was 
later removed altogether. 
The city now owns, with the excep­ 
tion of the Bryan and Central Texas 
railway right of way, from the south 
line of this old 
International 
and 
Great Northern switch track to the 
tower in the southern part of the city, 
for, while there may have been at one 
time a disposition of the compress peo­ 
ple to claim it all under the 
deed 
which marked the boundaries by the 
International 
and 
Great 
Northern 
track, that has been abandoned if it 
was ever seriously considered. 
Sta­ 
bles were located on the 
tract 
of 
ground south of Adams street and a 
contention arose as to who should re­ 
ceive the payment of the rentals, but 
it Is now settled that as this land be­ 
longs to the city the rentals shall go 
to it, and the city is receiving pay, or 
will do so. 
Thus, that part of the 
controversy is eliminated, and it tf 
only the triangular piece of ground 
that lies south of the former line of 
the International and Great Northern 
track to Adams street that is in con­ 
troversy. 
However, before there was 
an agreement as to the title to the 
tract lying beyond Adams street, the 
•ity filed a suit of trespass to try title, 
which was to have come up at the last 
term of district court, but did not. 
At 
the last meeting of the commission, 
Mr. Wilson pressed the subject with 
a view of getting a settlement on a 
bas-is somewhere near what he con­ 
tends is the value of the land In ques­ 
tion, he holding that $2,000 is no! 
enough. 
Should a settlement not be 
effected between now and September. 
it Is his declared purpose to insist 
that the case go to trial, find the mer­ 
its of the controversy be settled by 
the court. 
It is stated that the city commis 
sion has not the power, under the 
charter to make a sale of anything 
it owns, and that any such proposed 
sales must be submitted to the people 
for a vote.

by the commissioner from his corps 
of inspectors over the state.

that short weight on butter and other 
food products also is becoming fre­ 
quent. 
He announces that in every 
instance where food has been adulter­ 
ated or where dealers sell food prod­ 
ucts on short weight,

the foreign office who has been em 
bassy secretary at Washington aud 
consulate-general at New York 
and 
San Francisco; Commander Shiokyo 
Ando; 
Major Seiji 
Tanlkawa 
and 
Tadanao Iniai of tho consular serv­ 
ice. 
The selection of Viscount Ishii as 
chief envoy is welcomed by the press 
oven of tho opposition, because he 
was foreign minister of the cabinet 
of .Marquis O kum a which was sup 
P irted by the constitutional of op 
position party. 
The Teranch! minis 
try is praised, therefore, for its broad 
mindedness in choosing a diplomat of 
rather anti-government leaning. 
The 
relection was made, however, regard 
less of party considerations and was 
hosed solely upon 
Viscount 
Ishll’s 
fitness and capacity in advancing a 
unified Japanese policy in the present 
world | crisis. 
Marquis Okuma personally voiced 
his satisfaction and expressed 
the 
opinion that the commission would 
contribute much towards cementing 
the cordial relations between Japan 
and the United States and assist lr 
clearing away misunderstanding en 
•ermined by the United States about 
Japan’s policy towards China. 
The primary object of the commis 
aion is one of courtesy in conveying 
the appreciation of Hie Japanese gov­ 
ernm ent at the a> Hon of the United 
States in joining the ranks of the en­ 
tente allies of which Japan is a mem 
ber, but in a broad way tho commis 
sion will discuss questions of co-oper 
ation between the United States and 
Japan In the future conduct of war. 
Great Britain, France, 
Russia 
and 
Italy having dispatched commissions 
to the United States. Japan feels that 
it is fitting for her to follow in their 
footsteps. 
There is likely to be an exchange 
of views on the far eastern questions 
generally and even on the situation 
in Russia which is a source of con­ 
siderable anxiety. 
It is not unlikely 
that the Chinese question, which con 
tinues troublesome, will be 
consid­ 
ered aud that in a general way the 
commission will seize the opportunity 
to further a project of co-operative 
understanding with reference to pollt- 
ieal affairs in the far east. 
Viscount Ishii, who 
speaks 
both 
English and French easily, has had 
a long career as a diplomat. 
He was 
secretary at Baris and at Beking and 
was among the ranks of the besieged 
during Hie Boxer trouble with China. 
After having been recalled to the for- 
ign office as chief of the section of 
telegraphs and then bb director of the 
bureau of commercial affairs, he was 
dispatched to San Francisco and Van 
ouver in 1907 to investigate the anti 
I apanose movement there. 
In 
1908 
he was appointed vice minister for 
foreign affairs and in 1912 was desig­ 
nated as ambassador to France which 
post lie filled with eminent success 
until lie was selected to be foreign 
minister In the Okuma cabinet. 
He 
was still In Paris In the curly period 
of the war and Is thoroughly familiar 
with the European war situation.
